Jury Calls Fop Another Reading of 
Instructions at I O’clo ck- 
Reported Widely Divided 


It was indicated at three o’clock 
this afternoon that the jury in the 
murder 
case in which Fred Dunn 
stood trial Jive day s on first degree 
murder, 
would 
fail to 
reach 
an 
agreement. 
Shortly before three o’clock the 
foreman 
announced 
to 
the court 
bailiff that they 
were 
unable 
to 
reach 
an 
agreement, 
and 
Judge 
Sparks was advised. 
Word was sent to the jury that 
they had plenty of time to deliberate 
and they were requested to try and 
reach some kind of an agreement. Jt 
was stated that/ a n agreement seem­ 
ed almost impossible. 
The jury came in at one o’clock 
this afternoon 
and Judge Sparks 
again read the instructions, as there 
was evidently some point they had 
failed 
to 
understand 
when read 
this morning. 
The jury went into session to de­ 
liberate on their verdict his morn­ 
ing at 9 :20, after Judge Sparks had 
read the instructions, 
which 
were 
quite lengthy . 
The evidence 
was 
all concluded 
¡before noon y esterday , and the a f­ 
ternoon was devoted 
to the argu­ 
ments and pleas 
of the attorney s. 
The court did not want to instruct 
the jury late in the afternoon, so 
vsited 
until this morning for that 
reason, as stated in the Daily Re- 
ublienn last night. 
The defense put up an effective 
ilea for the returning a verdict in 
favof of the defendant, finding him 
insane* For almost two hours their 
ilea was based upon the condition 
>f the mind of Dunn, not only a t 
he time of the tragedy , but for 15 
ears prior to the shooting. 
The 
state 
in 
their 
arguments 
?harged that Dunn was guilty of the 
irst degree murder charge and was 
)f sound 
mind, 
or at least suffi- 
» ientlv so to know that he was do­ 
ng a crime. The state insisted upon 
he death penalty , and the defense 
pictured tlie death penalty , as the 
'sizzling electric chair.” 
Judge Sparks this morning in his 
instructions dwelt at length on the 
nsanity plea made by the defend­ 
ant. 
He stated that the legal side 
» an see only two 
kinds 
of human 
>eings in this world, the sane and 
he insane. 
His instructions told of the dif­ 
ferences of the sane and insane, and 
>f the different phases of the insane 
» erson. 
One 
of 
his instructions 
fated 
that 
a person of a weak 
nind was not insane, and that a 
Person who knows right from wrong, 
not insane, 
but sane, and is re­ 
sponsible for his criminal actions. 
Tlie different 
degrees of murder 
ind the punishment for each, 
were 
*ead to the jurors, and they were 
¡old that they were to be the 
sole 
judges of the lawr and evidence in 
lie case, and that they should re­ 
urn a verdict 
according 
to their 
personal convictions. 
The jury also was instructed that 
n case they failed after deliberating 
at length on 
their 
verdict, 
they 
houid make know’n that they 
had 
"eached a general disagreement. 
A 
further 
instruction which accom­ 
panies all casqs of a criminal na- 
ure, in which 
the 
defendant 
is 
upposed to be considered innocent 
mtU proven guilty , 
was that the 
ury , in ease they found the defend- 
m t not 
guilty , 
should 
return a 
verdict of that nature. 
In the instruction dealing 
upon 
he criminal insane, 
the court in­ 
structed the jury that if they found 
he defendant to 
be 
insane, 
and 
;uiltv of the charge, he should 
be 
sentenced 
to the Indiana Criminal 
lospital for the Insane.

Overseas, at Church in Union 
Township, Shelby County 


BODY SENT TO SHELBYVILLE 


Funeral service for Fred Kessler, 
former Manilla hoy w’ho died in a 
British overseas hospital, wTere held 
this afternoon at two o’clock in the 
Evangelical church in Union town­ 
ship, Shelby county , this afternoon, 
with the Rev. Samuel Caldemey er in 
charge, and burial took place in the 
church cemetery . The body arrived 
in Shelby ville Friday noon and was 
accompanied 
by 
Private 
Hobert 
Colwell. 
Private Kessler was horn in this 
county , near Manilla, Sept. 27, 189 4 
and grew to manhood in that com­ 
munity , being a man Df fine charac­ 
ter. As did many other y ouths of 
this nation, Fred enlisted his serv­ 
ices in the great wTorld war, June 7 
19 18, and for a short time was sta­ 
tioned at a camp near Indianapolis. 
And a few w’eeks later he sailed for 
France, stopping enroute in England 
where he was taken ill 
with 
the 
dreaded disease, influenza, and suc­ 
cumbed October 
11, 
19 18, 
four 
months after his enlistment. His,bo­ 
dy was laid to rest in 
the 
burial 
grounds at Mebum, France, and la t­ 
er on the request of 
the 
relatives 
was removed and shipped 
to 
this 
country . 


That he regards any seeking after

All postm asters are now’ under 
civil service and unless that ex eeu- 
ive order is rescinded, there will be 
no vacancy in any postoffice ex cept 
that which is caused by death 
or 
resignation, in which event it would 
>e filled by competitive ex amination 
under the civil service rules. 
The distribution of the Indiana 
patronage will be even a bigger pro­ 
blem for the two Indiana senators, 
>ecause the 
demand 
for appoint­ 
ments is 
already « beginning 
to be 
ieard. 
The 
choicest 
plum in the 
Ioosier assortment is United States 
marshal, and two six th district men 
are already reported to be after it. 
They are Linus P. Meredith of Rich­ 
mond, former district chairman and 
ardent political 
worker, 
and 
Leb 
Watkins, former may or of Newcas­ 
tle. 
Touching on 
Congressman 
Elli­ 
ott’s opinion in regard to patronage, 
the following dispatch 
from 
New­ 
castle is to the point: 
Congressman R. N. Elliot of Con­ 
nersville was in the city Wednesday , 
making his first visit since his 
re- 
election when he carried the Six th 
district 
by 
approx imately 
11,000 
votes. Mr. Elliot called on a number 
of friends during his stay here. 
Congressman Elliott set at rest a ll! 
gossip regarding the local postmas- I 
tership. He made it plain that if an 
appointment is to be made, it 
will 
not be done for tw’o y ears y et, and 
so far us lie knows there will be no 
change, as he does not know what 
will be the policy of the new admin­ 
istration. The postm aster here 
is 
now under an ex ecutive order plac­ 
ing the office under the. eivil service 
and unless this is withdrawn, a va­ 
cancy would be filled by ex amina­ 
tion. 
In the absence of any definite po­ 
licy 
regarding 
federal 
patronage, 
Congressman Elliott thinks it 
un­ 
timely to seek positions at this time. 
He has nothing* to offer and as far 
as lie knows now may never have 
any federal plums to pass 
around. 
For this reason there is no 
use of 
applicants seeking him and he does 
not w7ant to be bothered at this time. 
His attitude is that there 
will

plenty of time within the nex t two 
y ears, if it should eome to pass that

Recalled Today 
That Jury Disre­ 
garded Judge’s Instructions in 
Coleman Murder Case 


LESLIE 
BUNDRANT 
SENT 
UP 


Jury’s Verdict Set Aside Because of 
Agreement on Life Sentence— 
Bundrant Wants Pardon 


Since 
Prosecutor 
Stevens 
an­ 
nounced that the state would insist 
on the leath penalty for Fred Dunn, 
wife murderer, 
who 
has been on 
trial in the circuit court here this 
week, there has been much discus­ 
sion as to whether the death pen­ 
alty has been inflicted by a jury in 
Rush county in recenty y ear. 
The answer 
to this is found in 
the recalling of the Coleman mur­ 
der here more 
than 
twelve y ears 
ago, by the plea of Leslie Bundrant, 
colored, a confessed murderer, for 
a pardon, before the state board of 
pardons, which w’ill meet December 
0 and continue in session for five 
day s. 
Bundrant Was sentenced to death 
by a jury in the Rush circuit court 
for the Coleman murder, but 
the 
verdict was 
set 
aside 
by 
Judge 
Sparks on account of an agreement 
in 
which 
Bundrant 
consented 
to 
plead guilty to murder in the 
first 
degree, 
providing he woud be sen­ 
tenced to life 
imprisonment. 
The 
court instructed the jury to 
sen­ 
tence the colored man to prison for 
life but the jury , 
w’ithout 
having 
heard any of the evidence, sentenced 
him to death. 
Bundrant took a change of venue 
teo the Shelby circuit court w’here 
the agreement between the defense 
and the state was carried out, and 
he was given life imprisonment, the 
sentence being 
passed 
by 
Judge 
Sparks June 1, 19 08. 
At that time 
Rush and Shebly counties wrere in 
the same judicial circuit. 
Coleman, who was a colored farm 
laborer, 
was found murdered near 
the bridge over Flatroek just west 
of East Hill cemetery . 
He lived on 
the Buell farm about two miles east 
of Rushville. 
The opinion was ex pressed at the 
time that Bundrant had been too in­ 
timate with Coleman’s wife, which 
led to the fatal shooting. 
Many persons 
today 
wiio w’ere 
discussing the 
matter, 
which was 
raised by Bundrant’s plea for a par­ 
don, recalled that 
Coleman’s wife 
was held for a time as an accessory 
before the fact hut wras later found 
not to be implicated in the murder 
and w’as released.

Lena 
Macy , who died Friday at the home 
of her daughter, Mrs. S. A. Phares, 
in Union township, 
Shelby county , 
will be held at the Little Blue River 
Friends church Sunday morning 
at 
eleven 
o’clock,

pastor, the Rev. Luther Addington. 
Mrs. Macy was horn in this coun­ 
ty Nov. 8, 1874 and lived here 
all 
of her life until 
three 
y ears ago 
near the place of her birth. In ad­ 
dition to the daughter and one son, 
Floy d Macy , she is survived by twv/ 
sisters, Mrs. Marshall Rigsbee and 
Mrs. Isaac Macy of this county , and 
three brothers, George of Missoula, 
Mont., Preston of Long Beach, Cal., 
and Edwin of this county .

MANILLA AND HOMER 


VISITED BY THIEVES 


Break Into Postpffice, Eevator, Tile 
Mill and Store and Obtain 
About $100 


MOST 
LOOT 
FROM 
MANILLA 


Four robberies committed in Ho­ 
mer and 
Manilla 
Thursday 
night 
y ielded the 
burglars 
about 
$100. 
They broke into 
the 
elevator and 
postoffice at Manilla 
and the Ar- 
buckle tile factory office 
and 
the 
Swartz store at Homer. 
The biggest haul was made at the 
elevator at Manilla where the rob­ 
bers broke open the 
safe in 
the 
elevator 
office and obtained about 
$80. 


A few Canadian coins owned by 
the postm aster 
were the only loot 
carried away from the Manilla post- 
office as the postm aster had taken 
the postal receipts home with him. 
The thieves succeeded in breaking 
the combination on the safe in 
the 
Homer store but were unable to get 
to the money on the inside. 
The mauraders got a few dollars 
which 
had been left over night in 
the office of the tile factory . 


The indications 
are 
tha t tho se 
Newcastle people who have 
been in 
the habit 
in past y ears o f giving 
gold 
coins as Christmas 
presents 
will have to give something else 
this 
y ear. 
I 
There are few gold coins avail­ 
able and the Rushville banks along 
w’ith nil other banks in the country , 
have been notified by the treasury 
department at 
Washington 
not to 
call on it for gold coins. 
As a m atter 
of fac\ 
compara­ 
tively few gold coins have been kept 
by the local banks since soon after 
this country became a participant 
in the World War. Banks throi%h- 
out the country were called upon at 
that time to ship their gold to the 
United States treasury department. 
This w’as done and since then com­ 
paratively little gold has been seen 
in circulation. 
A number of Indiana banks, real­ 
izing that Christmas w7as approach­ 
ing and assuming that there will be 
the usual 
demand 
for gold coins 
for Chrismas presents, recently sent 
in requests for 
their 
usual allot­ 
ments of such coins. 
Without ex ­ 
ception they were notified that the 
coins could not be furnished. 
The following ex eoTpt from a let­ 
ter addressed by the treasurer 
of 
the United States to all hanks, trust 
companies 
and 
others 
concerned, 
ex plains the situation. 
“Since 
the beginning of the 
wa r 
it has been the polcy of the treas­ 
ury to conserve gold and discourage 
its circulation, and this policy has 
not been changed with the cessation 
of hostilities or the removal 
o f the 
embargo on the ex portation 
o f gold. 
It is just as important as ever 
tha t 
gold, w’hich is the 
foundation 
o f* 
our reserve and the backbone 
o f all 
credit transactions, should be con­ 
centrated i n. the 
federal 
reserve 
banks as reserve and for use in 
the 
settlement of balances 
growing 
o ut 
of international transactions, and 
it 
is the desire of the treasury tha t 
the conservation of gold should con­ 
tinue and that there should he 
no 
revival of the use of gold coin 
o r 
gold certificates for 
pay rolls 
a nd 
every day transactions 
generally , in 
w’hieh it serves no useful purpose. 
The circulation of gold coin 
and 
gold certificates tends to 
dissipa te 
the reserves, and the circulation 
o f 
gold coin involves 
a considerable 
loss due to abrasion, which is avoid­ 
ed by hay ing the gold carried in the 
vaults of the federal reserve banks 
and the treasury . 
“In 
accordance 
with this policy 
persons requesting gold are invited 
to accept other currency instead, 
hut gold has not been and will not 
be, refused to persons 
who, 
after 
giving consideration to the treasur­ 
er’s policy , demand it and are en­ 
titled to receive it by reason of the 
presentation 
and surrender of gold 
obligations. 
Whenever gold is de­ 
manded it is furthermore the treas­ 
ury ’s 
policy to pay out available, 
not new, gold coin in the denomin­ 
ation of $20 and gold certificates of 
large denominations, 
and to avoid 
so far as possible the use of gold 
coin in denominations of $5 and $10 
and gold certificates in the denom­ 
inations will not be refused if de­ 
manded. 
Pay ments 
of 
$2.50 gold 
pieces, however, 
will not be made, 
inasmuch as no gold has been coin­ 
ed in this denomination for 
many 
y ears and there is no available sup­ 
ply in treasury offices. 
“In view of the 
fo reg o ing , a nd 
the fact that there has been rela ­ 
tively little coinage o f g o ld fo r sev ­ 
eral y ears 
past, the mints being 
tax ed to their* capacity to supply 
subsidiary silver 
and* 
mino r co ins 
for ordinary business purpo ses there 
will be no distribution 
o f g o ld co ins 
this y ear-for holiday purpo ses.

burned to the ground.

clared that he was beaten,
